He had his Education in the Univerſity of Cambridge, whence he 
came to Lincolxer-1nn, where we-fivd him not to have ſpentover 
much time inthe (tuddy ofthe Laws; but for the bettering of his un- 
deritanding, rather employ'd his tudies, inreading of men z t ou t - 
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(49 | 
dwell on the book, as being naturally more inclived, and affeRing 
che praQtick part, then the theorick;though in the Libcral Scientes he 
was not to {eek of a competent ſhafe ot icarning, 


Doabtleſſe he was a great proficient » both in-the knowledge of 
men and books, and a great ob!eryer of the Generall affaires 0f the 
World, which app*ared not open!y , untill opporcunity gave him 
the-help, where, and howto thew what he was, and would bein the 
aQive parc, and Military emp!oymem, whereineven from the firſt 
beginning to the lalt of the late unnaturalWarrs,on the very firtt un- 
ſhearhing of the Swordy he ded with the Parliagrent, and conſtant- 
ly fkood firme ard truity inthe upiolding the eltadliſhed Religion, 

e Laws of the Land, and Liberryes of 1s Country, even co the ver j 
period of kis diyes, and in a molt devour profeſſiun, and defendiny 
of them alcovether, with the prividedges uf Par:iamenr, of the breach 
of which, none was more _tende: , and fought more Valiantly for 
their precervacion; withour the lealt tergiveriation or backſlidiny 
from chat party to which he adheared, 


At the yery beginning of the Warr, he was no more then a Cap- 
taine of a Hozle Troop, which ouCat a publique ſpirit, and zeal to 
the cav'g, he frlh a\jſed at bis own chrge ,, 4nd by degrees ( not by 
leaps) he ceſervedly came to higher Commands, havitig ſoon at- 
ceined co the reputation of a molt expert, Skilfull, vigilent, end jndi- 
tatizable Souldier, even to the wonder & admiration of his afſiſiants, 
and ſhortly after came to be ( by the Parliamencs prudent choice ) 
Commander in chief, his chen mifaculeus acchievements confider- 
ed, both in ab(olute finiſhing, and putcing an end to the fury of the 
Warr in England, and Raqpping of that wide Orihice of blood, which 
ran throughout moſt pares of the Kingdom, during the full rearme of 
ſix yeares, his then.cxpeditious reducing of Trelandand Sowth Walgs , 
wich that winch is of more remarke ,' the oyerchrow of Duke Ham- 
bletons Invading Army , the, Kick Armys at Puxbar , together with 
the reducing of all the Kingdom of Scotland . his there defeating of 

Charles Stuart's Army at Worceſter; and all this done (as we ſay) in a 
rrice; {o that toaturibure thele wonderiul Vitogyes to blind For- 
cuncwould bea derogation troGgds great providence;which we may 
laſely believe guided tim in all theſe enterprizes, Kea 
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Neither rauſt we omic, how then he (eiled the Natives of che 
3 d » nes, with chole of che Pcincipalicy, in a firm Peace, con- 
trary co theexpeRation of all men, ſo that, withour flattery, ir may 
be 1aid of him) as it is of Ceſar, that Ven, Vidit, & View, that is, 
He came, he (aw, and he conquered, 

His next great work was, the Reformatien of the Churches 
affairs, too much diſeaſed and disjoynted by the admiſſion thereinto 
of too many idoll, ignorant; and debavch's Minilters ; but that 
which is more remarkable, 1s, chat ot eltabliſhing the Peace of the 
three Kipgdomes, under ſuch an Ariftocraticall Government, thac 
every man that will, may ſecurely ſleep under his own Vine, and 
enjoy cheir eſtates, withour fear of farther blood-ſhed, rapine and 
plun er, 


He married into the ancient and noble Family of the Fourchers, 
ſornetimes Earls of Eſſex, by whom he had cwo Sons, the Lord KR:- 
chard, lately made ProreRtor, in his Father's room, and the Lord 
Henry, now Lord Deputy of /re/and, Periens, of great honor, hopes, 
and abilityes, an. tour Daughrers, all Ladies of eminent vertues : 
The Lady Bridget, his eldeſt, fic married co the Lord [reton, lately, 
Lord Deputy of /reland, and fince his Deceale, to the right noble 
Lord Charles Fleetwood: the Lady Elizabeth,his 2d Daughter,matried 
crothe Lord Claypole, lately decealed: the Lady Hary, his third 
Daughter, married co the right honourable the Lord Viſcount Fax- 
conberg, the Lady Francs his fourth, and youngeſt, Daughter, mar- 
ried tothe right honourable Robert Rich, Grand-child tothe righc 
honourable the Earl of Warwick, lately Lord Admiral of England, 
curing molt of the time of the War berween che late King and Par- 
liament : And all theſe his Children, married and honourably diſ- 
poſed of in his life-time ; fo that we may truly lay, that he lived, to 
be an Eye-wirnels of God's great Mercy & Bleſſings,powred on him- 
ſelfand whole Family, evenco admiration, if we look upon the Ci- 
ſafters of other families,wherein we afſiduaily ſee the Father, and che 
Children to be disjoyned by death, and leſt tothe wide World, to 
feek their livelihoods, out ot the cold Charity of Kindred, and iuch 
as rake no cage Cirher ſos tlieir Education, or Maintenance, n 
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Now, as to his Perſon, he was call, well ſer, and well propertio- 
ned; throvghour the whole Lineaments and Dimenſions of his B+ 
dy, and a molt AQtive, Vigilant, Wary, and Circumipe&t Comman« 
der, ip all his Martial! F mployments, even to the wonder of the 
Times; and of an high extraordinary Head-peece, yer he dayned not 
to be counlelled, even in moſt of his leſſer Aﬀairs, 


As to his Intel'e&oals, Gifts, and Atilicies, ofhis Mind, they 
were without compare,\uited to thatGreat Work ,whereunto(as we 
may ſafely beleive ) Almighty God in his great providence, had 
pre-ordained Him te aceompliſh,in vindicating the Religion, Laws, 
and Liberties of his Country ; wherein he acted the part both of an 
expert Sonldierza merciful - dns moſt zealous deiender of Gods 
Truch,and freed the three Nations from blood,rapine,and Tyranny, 
ſerrtled and eltabliſhed them all in peace and quietnefſe; which if it 
be rightly raken into confideration,manifeſily ſhews, That He alone 
was by Ged appoinred to this moſt Important work, and Hereslian 
Labour ; wl:ich we ſee him to have nobly performed, without vain- 
olory, oftentation, or boaſting ; bur in a fair, quier, deliberate, and 
modeſt remper of mind, & toyl of bodytfor we find Him nor ſubjeR 
to paſſion, lotelineſſe, farelineſſe, or preſumption, (the common 
and inſeparable flawes and faults ot greatneſfe)but of an even,grave, 
ftayed, patient and affable comportment towards all men, and of 
all io:rs, wherher high or low, eſpecially rowards the diſtreſſed ; 
yer of a very high, valt,and incomparable Judgmient , without che 
leaſt rirture of pride, rage or fury. 

He was alwayes exceeding loving towards Her , that had the 
Honour of His bed: and-a moſt Tender and Indulgent Father, 
towards all thoſe which God had ſent Him, byr! e only dear Conſort 
both of his youth, and oldage : a happireſle and bleſſing ſeldome 
ſeen to accompany old rs young to their graves : and to ce 
their Ifſves honourably diſpoled of in tis lifg time; which is a v1- 
fble Egne and arpurr.cut, that God had beſtowed this great bleſſing 
upon Him, and His, 

He lived to be aneye-witneſſe of the perferment of all his cf+ 
ſpripgto honour and greatnefle, and ro leave behind him ſuch di 
tern of piety, .zeal tothe pnblique intereſt, and ſuch an abundavt 
examp'e of Charity, towards all men in difirefle, as cannot rl or} 
Tale 
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ralle!'d in any we have known ; And althongh we have ne Mo- 
naments ef Him left us in Stones, and Structures, yet have we in- 
finice Preſidents of his bounty and liberalicy ro poor maimed Soul- 
dier$y/& diſtreſſed people of either Sex,which arerthelmayes of the 
Creitor; on whom it 1s credibly reported, char out of his innate 
compaſſion,he beſtowed not (o little as 40008 ), per amwm,out of 
his owfipurſe,and the allowance conferd on Him by the State for 
the honour of the Nations, and His Court : ſo that we find Him 
not any wayes noted of coyereulſneſle,yer frugal and iparingin all 
His expences ; ſo far as fixed wich Homour and His place. 


He cametobe PROTECTOR in a very (caſonable 
time, for the honour and ſupport of his Country, and art 
a time when as there was no Steers-man at the Helm ; 
and *'ris a queſtion, not caſfily to be reſolved, whether 
then, there could be any One found fit to undergo 2 

lace of ſuch Unweildinefle and Truſt, other then Him- 
elf, which be faithfully underwent, and diſcharged, 
witch as much Honour, Integrity, and Applaulſc, (cvcn 
of his Enemies) as poſlibly could be cxpetcd, 


He undertook this Unweildy and Burthenſom Place, 
on the period of the Wars in all the three Kingdomes, 
Decemb, 16, 1653, and ended the troubleſome courſe of 
his life (at the Age of above 6 years) on the third of 
September ; on which Day, he obtained thoſe two Ad- 
mirable V i&ories, at Danbar and worcefler ; which ſame 
Day, being formerly a day of Labour to him ; God was 
now graciouſly pleaſed to make it a Day of Reſt, by ta- 
ring him to Himſelf, He was'magnified and beloved of 


. all honeſt-hearted meny and we believe as little hared 


of any, as we have read of, living in the ſplendour of 
Cemmand and Greatneſle ; having reduced the Three 
Kingdoms in a ſcttled Peace, and Quictneſle,tothe won- 
der of the World, and contrary to the genetal expeRa- 
tion of the beſt Judgments, = 
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The Lord RICHARD his eldeſt Son being the 
next day proclaimed LORD PROTECTOR of England, 
Scotland, and [reland; A Perſon, on whom the Hopes of 
the Nations grow ſtrong, That he (as he ſucceeds (6 
Lluſtrious a Father) will not degenerate from the Viriues 
of ſuch an unparallcll'd Parcne, |

his Werth and Merits, and: happily a means ro draw: 
envy on the Author, who hath written this little (much
